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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
fortli in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
04/14/2006 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill In the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1. Claims 1, 3-5, and 7-42 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Van Tassel et al. (U.S. 6,551 .303) In view of Bose et al. (U.S. 6,605,1 11). 

'\/an Tassel et al discloses in figures 1 1 and 17, a base (40) having a vessel 

facing side and aneurysm facing side, wherein the base (40) being a shape 

sufficient to substantially cover an aneurysm; wherein the coil (90) is inherently 

capable of comprises a carrier, a binder, a growth factor, and the materials 

formed within the carrier, binder, and growth factor; a connector (90) formed as a 

coil in Van Tassel et al device in which connects to a aneurysm cable (66) 

separately packed into the aneurysm, rather than a aneurysm coil separately 
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packed as recited in the claimed invention. However, Base et al teaches in figure 
18B that it is l<nown it is known in the surgicai art to have aneurysm coils (1 804) 
separately packed into the aneurysm (1810) instead of cable separately packed 
into the aneurysm and wherein the aneurysm coils (1804) connected to the 
connector (1805). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the Van Tassel et al's aneurysm cable (66) 
separately packed into the aneurysm by substituting for the aneurysm coils 
(1804) separately packed into the aneurysm (1810) as taught by Bose et al so 
that the aneurysm volume can be filled with coils and thereby exert a radial force 
.on the segmented hemisphere holding it in place. 

Response to Amendment 
2. The Affidavit under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 filed 05/24/2006 is insufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims 1,3-5, and 7-42 based upon the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Van Tassel et al. (U.S. 6,551,303) in view of Bose et al. (U.S. 
6,605,1 1 1) as set forth below.

Applicant's arguments filed 04/14/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 39, and 40 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
